Missouri residents continue to 
observe anomalous objects in the 
sky as two new UFO sightings 
reported to the Mutual UFO Net¬ 
work (MUFON) witness report¬ 
ing database are logged in for 
March 2, 2012. 

In MUFON Case 36201. two wit¬ 
nesses report watching a "dark, 
wobbly" object with flashing 
lights while they were driving on 
February 27, 2012. The driver 
saw the object first and pointed it 
out to the passenger.

No town names were mentioned 
in either report. No images or vid¬ 
eos were included with either re¬ 
port.

"I looked up and there was a wob¬ 
bly thing hovering," the reporting 
witness stated. "It was dark and 
had three white lights that faded 
in and out. The lights started puls¬ 
ing faster as it picked up speed, 
flashed randomly and darted like 
lightning, but stayed in view and 
began hovering again." 

In MUFON Case 36199, a silver 
cylinder-shaped object was re¬ 
ported in the sky by a parent wait¬ 
ing to pick their child up from 
school between 2:50 and 3 p.m. 
on March 1, 2012. 

"As I was looking through the 
windshield, the object came close 
enough to were I could see a sil¬ 
ver cylinder shape with no win¬ 
dows," the witness stated. "I also 
noticed a jet in the sky and the 
silver cylinder object was moving 
(from west to east in a straight 
direction) faster then the jet 
(which was moving east to west

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March Skies Present Brilliant Views of Planets 


According to NASA’s website 
science.nasa.gov March is an op¬ 
portune time to observe several 
planets. Venus and Jupiter are 
making fantastic displays in the 
Western sky right now, but on 
March 12 and 13 the two will be 
only three degrees apart, and in 


the sharpest area of vision (within 
5 degrees) that the human eye can 
observe. Also visible is Mercury, 
just Southwest of Jupiter, and 
Mars can be observed closest to 
Earth on March 5. It appears at 
sunset and rises overhead at mid¬ 
night, and is easily observable by 


the naked eye. Missouri MUFON 
has received a number of UFO 
reports recently, that were actu¬ 
ally Venus and Jupiter, which are 
so brilliant that many people can’t 
believe they are actually planets.
